jieenses from the U nited States for carrying 
on their business ; that in many cases where 
thé local law probibits public drinking 
places, the law is openiy violated by per- 
sons who claim to do business under at 
least the moral sanction of a ‘“Federai li- 
cense,”’ and thatthis fact greatly retards 
the enforcement of wholesome restrictive 
laws and promotes disorder. 

lt should be unnecessary to state that the 
United States Government does not issue 
licenses or permits to any person in any 
State tocarry on the business of a retaii 


liquor dealer. Cae having levied a 
revenue stamp tax of $25 per annum on the 
business of retail liquor-dealers, the Cvum- 


missioner of internal Revenue endeavors to 
collect this tax wherever and by whomso- 
ever the business is carried on; but no sem- 
blance to a permission is given by the 
United States to begin such business, in 
aby place, contrary to local legisiation. 

A change has been madein the form of 
the United States stamp issued to retail! 
liquor dealers as evidence that they have 
paid such tax. The new form, which goes 
into effect July 1 next, reads: 

“United States om special tax: 
Internal revenue. Received from —— —— 
——, the sum of dollars for special 
tax on the business of retail liquor dealer at 
——, for the period represented by the cou- 
pon ‘or coupons hereunto attached. 

And across the face of the stamp is in- 
scribed the substance of Section 4423, Re- 
vised Statutes. This stamp issimply a re- 
ceipt for the tax paid the Government, and 
does not exempt the holder from any pen- 
alty or punishment provided for by the law 
of any State for carrying on business within 
such State and does not authorize the com- 
mencement or continuances of such busi- 
ness contrary to the laws of such State or 
in places probibited by the municipal law. 
It is believed this action will leave no 
ground for further misapprehension. 


THE HOG PROBLEM. 


Its Solution Being Effected by Two 
Recent Enactments. 


Associated Press.| Application has 
been received by Secretary Rusk from 
a Chicago firm for the inspection of 
hogs designed for expert trade under 
the recent act of Congress providing 
for such inspection. In referring to 
this law and to that which provides. 
for the regulation by the Secretary 
of Agriculture of the condition of the 
cattle-carrying vessel, the firm declares 
that these laws will belp the farming 
and cattle-raising interests beyond 
anything it is possible to estimate. 
Foreign countries,"it believes, will not 
take our animal products for human 
food without inspection, and it is per- 
suaded that by this act ‘becoming law, 
millions will be saved to the country.

It 
is hardly decent to suppose that po measure 
is too monstrous for popular credulity when 
it embraces a praposition to dispense 
money under the name of a bounty among 
the citizens. Insidious] and deceptive as 
such methods usually are, bo one can deny 
that at the heart of them there is corruption.

A STOLEN HORSE. 


How the Thief Was Captured 
Pomona. 

Brief mention was made of the arraigcn- 
ment of a Negro named Thompson, on a 
charge of horse-stealing, in Justice Stanton’s 
court, Saturday afternoon.

He had first telephoned to the Sher- 
iff’s office in Los Angeles to know if they 
were wanting a man with a stolen horse. It 
was while wailing for a reply that the trial 
of the horse took place, and the negotiations 
for his purchase were under way. ‘I'he horse 
was hitched up to a wagon and driven 
around for some time, tried under the sad- 
die, examined some time to see if he was 
branded, His shoes were examined, 
and when Mr. Lattin finally concluded 
to buy’ him he had to spend some time 
in getting the money. Then a bill of 
sale had to be made out, and this naturally

A VERY PECULIAR 


How the Pennsyivania Set-~ 
tles Damages—Geéneral 
and Local Notes. 


A peculiar ralingin law has been made 
by the Superior Court of Placer county. and 
sustained by the Supreme Court. Mra, 
Kate Cosgrave brought suit against the 
Southern Pacific Company to recover dam- 


killed in a collision in 1888. Deceased was 
a breakman in the employ of the company, 
and his train was started from Truckee for 
Sacramento and it ran as far as Tamarack, 
from which place it started earlier than the 
schedule time, the result being a collision 
with another train and Cosgrave 
lost his life. The concluding paragraph 
of the decision reads as foliows: ‘Our con- 
clusion is that, on the factsof this case as 
presented inthe complaint, the deceased 
and the conductor were persons employed 
by the same employers in the same general 
business, within the meaning of section 
1970 of the Civil Code, and that therefore 


the one caused by the negligence of the 
other.” Thusa railroad company is not 
held accountable for the acts of employés. 
Asa large proportion of rallroad accidents 
are chargeable to the acts of employés this 
decision is a most important one. 

THE SPOTTER MUST GO, 

The Missouri House of Representatives 
has passed a bill which was prepared by 
the railroad trainmen of that State, in- 
tended to relegate the “spotter’’ to the 
shades of innocuous desuetude. The bill 
reada as follows: “Every person who shail 
by letter, mark, sign‘or designation what- 
ever, or by verbal statement, falsely “+ ed 
toany railroad, or any other company, or 
corporation, or to apy corporation, indi- 
— or individuals, er to any of 

officers, servants, agents or em- 
ployés of any such corporation, individual or 
udividuails, that any conductor, brakeman, 
engineer, firéman, station agent or other 
employé of any such railroad company, 
corporation or individual has received any 
mouey for the transportation of persons or 
property, or shall falsely report by any of 
the means aforesaid, that any such con- 
ductor, station agent or other employé of 
avy railroad company, persons or corpora- 
tions neiected, failed or refused to collect 
any proper charges for the transportation of 
persons or property when it was their duty 
to do so, shal, cn conviction, be adjudged 
guilty ofa felony, and shall be punishea by 
imprisonment in the pevitentiary for a term 
not exceeding five years.”

How Money Orawing 
Escapes Taxation. 

Some weeks ago ‘ue Times publishedan 
article calling attention to untaxed mort- 
gages by which wealthy corporations and 
capitalists made thousands of dollars at the 
expense of property-owners. ln illustra- 
tion, a case in point was given wherea 
corporation was suing to foreclose a $40,000 
mortgage, which was down on the assess- 
ment rolis at only{8000, ‘The matter caused 
some little talk nA the time, and it was said 
that the watter would be looked up by the 

roper authorities. It appears that the sub- 
e ct is also receiving some attention at San 
Francisco, as will be seen by the following 
from the Examiner of Saturday: 

“The latest municipal conundrum sub- 
mitted to City and County Attorney Durst 
for elucidation has its origin in the practice 
heretofore followed in regard to the assess- 
ment of mortgages. The general rule is 
that the amount of the mortgage is assessed 
to the person lending the money, the owner 
being assessed and taxed for the balance, og 
the difference between the assessed valua- 
tion of the real estate and the amount of tae 
mortgage. 

‘lhe fact is, however, that in many in- 
Stances sums of money are loaned on real 
estate considerably in excess of the assessed 
valuation of the property, tne lenders being“ 
confident they know what constitutes gooc 
security better than the Assessor’s deputies 
The latter, in making assessments in sucl 
cases, have heretofore been in the habit o: 
assessing the holder of the mortgage not for 
the full amount indicated in the instrument, 
but only fora portion of it equal to the as 
sessed valuation of the property.

A prominent veterinary dentist speaks as 
follows about horses’ teeth: have ob- 
served in stock farms, where I have been 
professionally called, that a common wis- 
take among horse breeders is not to attend 
to the second growth of teeth in their colts, 
and not.to examine whether the first ones 
were shed before the second came. The re- 
sult of this neglect: Ill-growing teeth, in- 
digestion, foul breaths, leanness, and, al- 
though the horse may have ag appetite, 
his food does not seem to nourish him be- 
cause improperly masticated. All this com- 
bined makes a horse what is commonly 
called.a puller. A wolf tooth in a colt hurts 
him when he is bitted, and gives him a bad 
mouth to drive. Many a horse has been 
called vicious or uninanageable which only 
had bad teeth. Horse dentistry being rela- 
tively a new art, few people are aware of 
the defects in horses’ teeth and the reme- 
dies which can be successfully applied, 
Men who wonder why their horses have 
this or that defect should have their teeth 
examined by a dentist, In nine cases out 
of ten the fault can be cured.”

THE LATE DR. HUCKINS. 


The Coroner Will Hold an Inquest 
This Morning. 

The death of Dr. P. T. Huckins, Saturday 
evening, under circumstances that left but 
little doubt that it was from an overdose of 
morphine administered by himself with 
suicidal intent, was generaily discussed 
among the medical profession yesterday. 
From what the more intimate professional 
acquaintances of the doctor say, it has long 
been an open secret that the deceased phy- 
sician was addicted to the use of morphine. 
It is said that he at one time 
was aaimost cured of the habit, 
but tho deadiy drug had secured such a 
hold on him that he could not break off en- 
tirely, and he finally gave up tie battle. At 
times he was subject to fits of despondency, 
and frequently threatened to take his life. 
There were so many conflicting reports 
about the cause of death that the physicians 
in attendance have asked thata post-mortem 
be held, in justice to themselves. This has 
been agreed to by Coroner Weldon, who 
willmake the examination this morning, 
He will gocseny be assisted by Dr. K. D. 
Wise and others of the physicians who were 
in attendance. The inquest will be held at 
9 o’clock this morning.

Runaway Wives Captured at 
Westlake Park. 


PECULIAR FAMILY TROUBLE. 


A Young Riverside Cirt Separated 
from Her Husband by Her 
Aunt, Who is Also a 
Grass Widow. 


Quite a sensation was created at West 
lake Park yesterday afternoon by a couple 
of police officers who placed two fashion- 
ably-dressed young women under arrest 
and conducted them to the police station.

The niece was married in December last 
at Riverside to a yourg man who was earn- 
ing $7.50 a week, and as soon as the aunt 
caught sight of him she took a decided dis- 
like to him, asthe gossips have it, and as 
she thinks a great deal of her littic niece, 
sbe made up her mind to separate them. 

It was some time before the littie one 
made up her mind to desert “bubby,”’ but 
she says now that she has quit him fer good 
and no power under the sun can induce her 
to go back tohim. She did not know what 
she and her aunt wouid do, but the aunt bas 
eome means and they propose to get along 
as best they can. 

As soon as the husband discevered that 
his wife bad flown he started out to inves- 
tigate, and learned that his wife and her 
aunt bad taken the train for Los Angeles. 
He followed on the next train, and arrived 
here yesterday morning. He notified the 
police and asked their assistance. An offi- 
cer was detailed to go with him, and soon 
the women were located on Spring street. 

They were followed to First street where 
they took the cable car for Westiake Park. 
After they had walked around awhile the 
officer and another officer walked up and 
asked them to gotethe police station. At 
first they objected, but svon changed their 
minds aud went quietly to the City Prison. 

The aunt acted as spokeswoman, and 
stated that her niece’s husband is an im- 
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beclie and she does not propose to have the 
girl live with him any longer if she can help | 
it. She does pot want the giri to go back to 
her mother, as the old lady is a 
widow and is very poor.

REV. DR. FLEMING. 


Something About His Earlier Fam- 
liy Troubles. 

One of the features in the sensational 
Fleming-Petersen case which bas caused 
much comment is the strong opposition 
manifested toward the reverend doctor by 
his wife’s relatives, who are all arrayed on 
the side of the woman who brought the 
frightful charge againsthim. This feeling 
against the doctor antedates the Petersen 
matter, as was developed by the testimony 
brought out at the preliminary examination 
before Justice Stanton Saturday. The fo'- 
lowing special dispatch from Rockford, Lil., 
published in the San Froncisco Examiner 
of Saturday, throws some little light on the 


matter: 

‘something ofa sensation has been cre- 
ated here by the report that lev. 5. J. 
Fleming of Monte Vista, Cal., bad been 
found guilty of defrauding a creditor to the 
extent of $6000. Fleming is wel! known 
here, having married Miss Minnie Lyman, 
daughter of the late N. E. Lyman, presi- 
dent of tbe People’s Bank. 

“Miss Lyman became acquainted with 
Fleming while on a visit to a schoolmate at 
Los Angeles. Fleming was quite attentive. 
An engagement soon followed, which cul- 
minated in an elaborate wedding at the Ly- 
man residence here. While Fleming was 
visiting with the pees J Mr. Lyman died 
very suddenly of apwplexy. The widow 
soon disposed of her property and of late 
has been making her home in California. 

“Soon after the marriage of Miss Lyman 
her friends here heard that Fleming had 
had trouble in Pennsylvania, and that he 
was only recently divorced from his wife 
in thatState. For the sake of the family it 
is said the matter, which was quite thor- 
oughly ventilated in the Keystone State 
papers, was suppressed in the local dailies. 
Mrs. Fleming’s many friends in thiscity 
sympathize with her in her troubles 
heartily.”

THE VITICULTURAL INDUSTRY, 


A census bulletin on viticulture, just 
‘received, isan interesting one, espe- 
cially to Californians. For the first 
time the Census Office has made a spe- 
cial investigation for the purpose of 
ascertaining the extent and value of 
the grape, raisin and wine industry of 
the United States, an industry. which, 
according to the report, represents a 
total value in land, improvements, ma- 
chinery and appurtenances, of $155,- 
661,150, and furnishes employment to 
200,780 persons. 

Some interesting informationis given 
in this bulletin regarding the early be- 
ginnings of the viticultural industry in 
this country. For more than one hun- 
dred years efforts wele made to grow 
the European varieties of grapes in the 


open air, always, however, resulting in, 


failure, except in California. Pomolo- 
gists then turned tbeir attention to the 
improvement of native vines, and the 
result is the development of many 
choice and valuable varieties. It is 
only since these improved varieties of 
native grapes have been planted and 
cultivated that the industry has be- 


eome profitable and has grown to its} 


great proportions in varios parts of 
the country east ofthe Rocky Moun- 
tains, while in California the foreign 
varieties have found a most congenial 
home and are grown.to perfection. 

in New York State, in what is known 
as the Lake Keuka district, a grower 
his first crop, 
amounting to fifty pounds, to the New 
York market about 1845 by way of the 
New York and Erie Canal. The 
grupes were delivered in good condi- 
tion, and the commission houses hand- 
ling them wrote encouragingly to the 
shipper, advising further shipments. 
The next year the grower was able to 
ship some 200 or 300 pounds. He over- 
did the matter, however, and the New 
York market on grapes broke under 
the pressure. It is estimated that dur- 
ing this last season (1890) there have 
been shipped from this same district 
and earried by the different ruilroad 
and express companies to New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and -other dis- 
tributing markets, about 20,000 tons or 
40,000,000 pounds of grapes; and prob- 
ably one-quarter of this amount was, 
in addition, sold to wine manufac- 
turers. 

The Hudson River district, in the 
same State, is estimated to have 
shipped to the New York and other 
warkets during the same time between 
13,000 and 15,000 tons or 28.600,000 
pounds of grapes, while the Chautau- 
qua district of New York, where the 
industry bas been growing and pros- 
periug only through the past decade, 
furnished as its 1890 crop for the differ- 
ent markets of the country probably 
about 1200 car loads, or 30,000,000 
pounds of table grapes, making a 
grand total of 98,000,000 pounds as the 
product of what is known as the New 
Yok State district. This does not in- 
ciude the large amount of grapes used 
in the district for wine/the figures and 
reports upon which are found else- 
where in the bulletin. 

As showing the proportions to which 
the industry bas grown in the United 
States, it may be mentioned that the 
product of California forthe season of 
1S89 was 14,626,000 gallops of wine and 
1,372,195 boxes of raisins, a product 
which will be largely exceeded during 
the coming season. — 

In regard to Los Angeles county, the 
bulletin contains the following: 


Los Angeles county has 18,120 acres of 
bearing vines. A pew and mysterious dis- 
ease atiacked the vines of the southern por- 
tion of this district about 1585, and ruined 
more than one-half of the acreage. Every 
effort bas been made to discover the cause 
and remedy the evil The most expert 
scientists Lave beeu consulted by the State 
Board of Viticulture in California. and the 
Department of Agriculture appointed an 
expert to investigate and report upon the 
matter. There were produced in 1889 in 
los Angeles county 25,820 tons, or 
51,642,000 pounds, of gtapes for 
wine, and 1000 tons, or 2,000,000 
pounds of grapes ior table purposes. The 
wines in this county are justiy celebrated, 
and were the first shipped from California 
to the eastern markets. 
in its sherries, ports and brandies. There 
were 29,000 boxes of raisins packed in 189, 
the new disease having reduced the product 
about ove-half. The product of Orange. a 
cousty lately formed from portions of Los 
Angeles county, is included in the above 
figures. | 


In its reference to the “mysterious 
vine disease,’ this bulletin is rather 
behind the times. The disease is now, 
fortunately, almost a matter of bis- 
tory in this section, and the wine in- 
dustry is looking up again, with exce!- 
lent prospects for the future. That it 
does not increase with more rapid 
strides in Southera California is mainly 


attributable to the fact that other | 


branches of horticulture offer greater 
prizes in this section,

IRRIGATION AND SETTLEMENT. 


Here are some spirited and truthful 
remarks from that wide-awake paper, 
the Stockton Mail: 


That is wonderful enterprise that the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles display in resolving to 
move their splendid citrus exhibit 
bodily to Chicago. It will be a great 
advertisement for the southern § citrus 
belt. But that is the way the southern 
citrus belt built itself up. We might— 
but stop. We cannot hope to attract 
immigrants until we have something at- 
tractive to show them, and we cannot pos- 
sess this uatil wehayeirrigation. If every- 
body in Chicago passed through San Joa- 
quin county nota hundred would settle 
here unless capitalists offered them induce- 
ments to become small holders of land suit- 
able for diversified farming and orcharding 
by developing irrigation enterprises. These 
arethe cold facts, gentlemen, try to dis- 
guise them as you may. 


The soover the northern sections of 
the State recognize the truth of these 
stutements, the sooner will they begin 
to attract eastern immigration and 
grow in earnest. Large, forbidding 
grain ranches, and’ gloomy, tumble- 
down buildings repel settlers, while 
small, fertile homes, embowered in 
green, attract them, Throughout a 
large portion of the State—almost the 
entire portion, away from the coast— 
itis only by means of irrigation that 
such homes can be created. 

Let our brethren of Northern Cal- 
ifornia cease carping at us of the south 
and copy our example. They may 
then soon be able to point to a number 
of beautiful settlements patterned after 
the attractive colony towns of this sec- 
tion. ; 


OLD-FASHIONED stage-coaching is 
constantly growing in favor in Eng- 
land and the length of the routes is 
being extended. A coach service be- 
tween London and York is planned for 
the summer, The journey would take 


two days, divided into twelve hours’.

Letter From J. Pluvius, Esq. _ 

Los ANGELES, March 21.—[To the 
Editor of tne Times:} While taking 
a walk on the levee afew days ago I 
chanced to meet old Jupiter Pluvius, 
and after the usual salutations he said 
that he was glad to meet me, as he had 
something of great importance to com- 
municate to the City Council, the rail- 
road officials and all persons invested 
with legal rights along the Los Angeles 
river, and he wished me to write this 
letter for him. He went on to &tate 
that he wanted it distinctly understood 
by the parties above alluded to, the 
City Council in particular, as they 
seem to have thought that they kaow 
it all, notwithstanding the great mis- 
takes they have made for years past in 


eugine houses, etc., etc., *Fhough 
these,”’ he said, ‘‘were only matterstor 
the consideration of the tax-payers.”’ 
But when they undertake to tin«er 
withthe river, that he would let 
themknow that he is the boss down 
there and would stand no nonsense 
about levee building or his right of 
way, as he had made the river for his 
own accommodation, and was in the 


it, and the land from hill to hill 
through which it passes as best suits 
his conyenience when sending down 
the raging waters to their resting-place 
in the deep bluesea. ‘Many years ago,”’ 
he said, “trees and patches of willows 
had grown up along the river and on 
its sandbars, which at times obstructed 
the waterway, and caused new chan- 
nels to be formed, but when his mighty 
force was turned against them they 
were torn out root and branch, and 
swept away like leaves béfore acy- 
clone. But what seemed to him,’* he 
said, **the most ridiculous thing of all, 
was that the parties above alluded to 
had gone to work of late and have 
drawn arbitrary and ambiguous lines 
over his right of way, and then called 
the narrow zig-zag channel they have 
allowed for his use the official bed of 
the river, which 1s too narrow and 
crooked for a heavy, flood to pass 
through without causing great destruc- 
tion of property, and very possibly loss 
of life. And without consulting him 
as to whether their plans were satis- 
factory or not, they had the temerity 


sand ridge behind a planking nailed to 
piles set in a bed of quicksand, with 
an endless amount of sand-bags for 
ballast, that they could control within 
this narrow, crooked space the volume 
of water on a trend of twenty-five feet 
fall to the: mile, which circumstances 
often necessitated him to send down.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 22.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Examiner’s 
special correspondence from Honolulu, 
dated March 12, says: The new com- 
mercial treaty between the United 
States and the Hawaiian Islands has 
been received from Washington and 
has been submitted to a secret confer- 
ence of the Queen and her cabinet. 
Tbe new treaty calls for the cancella- 
tion of the present existing treaty be- 
tween the two governments, and the 
substitution of the new document, 
which permits of full and free inter- 
change of all products, both natural 
and manufactured, of the two coun- 
tries. This treaty is said to be the 
same which was submitted to King 
Kalakaua shortly before his death in 
San Francisco. The King objected to 
the treaty because Hawaiian sugar 
was not put on equal terms with 
American sugar; namely, to receive a 
bounty. 

It is not known what action on the 
treaty will be taken by the Hawaiian 
government, but it is stated that the 
influence of English friends of the 
(Queen, as well as the iniluence of res- 
ident British diplomats, will prevent 
her from accepting the new treaty in 
its present form. 

It is almost conceded that Her Maj- 
esty will turn to Canada and Australia 
for ap arrangemeut similar to the com- 
mercial treaty heretofore existing be- 
tween Hawaii and the United States. 
Owing to the appointment of Charles 
B. Wilson as marshal of the kingdom 
two members of the cabinet will re- 
sign. Wilson is said to be an illiterate 
workman, butis on friendly relations 
with the Queen.

“Sandy” Olds Finally Convicted of 
Manslaughter.

“Sandy’’ Olds, 

who has been on trial here before a 

jury in the State Circuit Court for the 

murder of Emil Weber in Portland 

May 10, 1889, was found guilty of man- 

slaughter this morning. This is the 

fourth trial of Olds. In the first trial 
the jury disagreed. In the next two 
trials he was convicted of murder 
in the first degree and sentenced to be 
hanged, but each time the Supreme 

Court reversed the decision of the 

lower court and remanded the case for 

trial. For the fourth trial a change of 
venue to Washington county was ob- 
tained, and the trial resulted as stated. 

Iie will be sentenced tomorrow. 

Olds and Weber were both gamblers, 
For some time before the shooting 
both men were sworn enemies. They 
met on a crowded street inthe after- 
noon, when Olds shot Weber dead, 
emptying his revolver into the man’s 
prostrate body.

LAWRENCE BARRETT’S CAREER. 


“The Lion’s Mouth” Successful— 
Manager Hayman’s Plans—The 
Decline of Edwin Booth’s 
Powers—Notes. 


Inthe passing away of Lawrence 

Barrett the American stage loses one 
of its brightest ornaments and most 
worthy supporters. While other man- 
agers were coutent to rely upon the 
standard repertory and to get all their 
novelties from European sources, Bar- 
rett did something to encourage the 
American drama and heip the dramat- 
ists of our country in the production of 
experimental works, in sume of which 
he was remarkably successful. His 
desire always ‘was to put fresh and 
telling characters upon the stage, and 
in this endeavor he produced such 
pieces as the. Man o’ Airlie, Dan’l 
Drwee, Yorick’s Love, Pendragon, Fran- 
c:sca da Rimim, Hernani and the Blot 
in the ’Scutcheon. Three of these dramas 
are by American authors, and their 
successful production demonstrates 
that the mapager-actor had a very cor- 
rect literary sense in addition to a 
courage that few men in his position 
would bave exhibited. 
. Haa he lived tilithe fourth of next 
month Lawrence Barrett would have 
been 53 years old. From his nine- 
teenth year he had been connected 
with the stage, and during his career 
exhibited a rare versatility in the char- 
acters be played, as well as a remark- 
able ability in their portrayal. He 
Was as wuch lacking in genius as was 
Charles Kean, but like him won great 
praise for his devotion to artistic ideals 
und for the minute care and attention 
bestowed upon the details of every per- 
formance in which he took part. As 
an actor he was seen at his best as 
“Cassius” and as **Lapciotto,’’ the lat- 
ter in Boker’s Francescada Rimini. 
He was studious, but not learned, 
ambitious, sensitive and proud, 
devoted to his art and followiug it 
with more regard to his good name and 
fame than tothe pecuniary rewards that 
might be expected to accrue. Asa re- 
cent writer says, ‘‘He does not fit the 
popular ideal of the lover, or easily 
reach the heroic height in tragedy; but 
he is a good actor of fine instinctive 
feeling, who knows the effect of every 
pose and tone of voice, and every 
change of feature, and easily outstrips 
ail of his contemporaries, except a 
very few, in scenes of great dramatic 
force. If he has not always been able 
to reach his ideal, be bas kept it ever 
in view, and although he has been 
compelled to dO his share of self-ad- 
vertising—for the actor cannot live at 
all without notoriety—he has never se- 
riously offended good taste even in 
that. Lawrence Barrett’s name is oue 
to be honored.”’ 

His career affords another example 
to add to the long list of *‘self-mude”’ 
men. Born in obscurity and beginning 
life at the lowest rung of the ladder he 


worked himself into a position of emi-- 


nence where he commanded the respect 
of his fellow men and managed to 
amass a small fortune without resort- 
ing to any indirection. ‘ 

Joseph R. Grismer, who knew him 
well, says of him that “he was a man 
of the most delicate preceptions, and 
was of a very emotional temperament. 
He never trusted any man who had 
once betrayed him, and so many times 
was his confidence abused that to an 
extent he lost bis faith in men and be- 
came in later years almost a misan- 
thrope.”’

“IN EATON’S CANYON. 


A Party of Picnickers Have a Good 
Time. 

On invitation of Harry B. Green a 
jolly party from Hotel Green drove to 
Eaton’s Cafion Saturday morning and 
spent the day very pleasantly.

One thousand fowls may be keptin 
fine condition on one acre of ground. 
If you doubt it goto western Massa- 
chusetts, and seethem. Thereare two 
systems of keeping poultry.on a large 
scale. One admits of managing thous- 
ands on a comparatively small plot of 
ground, with an elaborate arrange- 
ment of yards and pens. Another is 
known as the colonizing plan, putting 
small flocks by themselves and requir- 
ing a good-sized farm for room—each 
colony having a range of its own. Both 
methods are, if skillfully managed, 
succéssful, but the latter is more 
favorable to a beginner. As to rais- 


kind. You can reckon the cost of 
food at $1 per bead per year, without 
getting far out of the way.-
